Farmer Shot Twice In Head

Three Held 
For Gunfire

was shot twice in the head with 
a .22 caliber pistol, last night 
following a two-car collision 
involving one of his employes. 
Authorities accused Billy Joe 
Garrett, 35, East Prairie, of 
the shooting. 
The shooting took place, fol­ 
lowing the accident four m iles 
east 
of Matthews on highway 
80 at 6 p.m. last night when a 
1956 Buick, driven by Garrett, 
sideswiped a 1964 Chevrolet 
pickup, driven by Isaac Barker, 
43, employed by Richards. 
The Buick failed to stop after 
the accident, 
the 
state pa­ 
trol 
charged. Lonnie Garrett 
and Sam Irby, both of East Prai­ 
rie 
and 
in their 30s, were 
passengers in the Buick. 
The accident was witnessed by 
Richards, who with his brother 
Larry Richards, 
27, 
and 
Barker, caught up with 
the 
three a mile from the accident 
scene. 
Richards was shot and left 
lying in a ditch along the high­ 
way and his brother, Larry, 
was 
driven away and let out 
on a country road five miles 
west of the oil mill north of 
New Madrid. Larry Richards 
caught a ride into town. 
Hie New Madrid county sher­ 
iff's office said that Garrett 
had escaped last June 
from 
Angora prison in M ississippi, 
where he was serving a sen­ 
tence for murder. 
The three East Prairie men 
left in different vehicles. Lon­ 
nie Garrett and Irby were taken 
into custody near the accident 
scene. 
Billy Joe Garrett, 
was cap­ 
tured by the highway patrol, 
near 
Ste. 
Genevieve. He 
is being held in the Ste. Gene­ 
vieve county jail. 
Richards L . Richards farms 
600 acres of land and is mar­ 
ried and has two children. 
Shortly after the shooting he 
was taken to the Missouri Delta 
Community Hospital, where an 
X-ray 
revealed the 
bullet 
wounds, and then transferred 
to Methodist hospital in Mem­ 
phis. 
He is in the intensive care 
ward. His condition is critical. 
New Madrid county officials 
said that charges would 
be 
filed against the three men, 
for auto theft, leaving 
the 
scene of an accident, and as­ 
sault with a deadly weapon.

Odell then told the

that he asked what the trouble 
was and he said Gammons re­ 
plied: 
"H ere's all the trouble I've 
got." 
Odell said that he then showed 
him a .22 caliber pistol. 
He told the court that in the 
meantime 
Scott 
had walked 


around to the back of the truck 
and came up to Gammons.

said 
that "Scotty 
stepped forward and Gammons 
put the gun to his chest.

"I went to the Odell Johnson 
farm and Scott was on

"I took the gun from

Gammons. 
"On the way to the hospital 
he told me, (Gammons), that 
he pulled the gun from his belt 
to show Scott." 
He said that Bill Gammons, 


James Odell and Scott rode in 
the ambulance to the hospital. 
Ellis Staggs told the court 
that he was with Gammons, and 
was sitting in the truck when 
the shooting took place.

and Gammons 
worked 
together six months as loggers. 
He said that Scott had gotten 
out of the truck and said: 
"Where's 
my 
long, tall 
friend." 
Ivey said tliat he went to the 
hospital and asked Scott if the 
shooting was accidental.

PEACEMAKERS MUST BE PRACTICAL, TOO 
There is an old joke which tells of the surprise 
al the zoo visitor who saw a bear and a lamb 
i | the sam e cage.

“ Wonderful,” he said to the curator. “ How 
do you manage to make a bear and a lamb 
coexist?” 
“ It’s easy. We just throw in a new lamb every 
day.” 
The story underscores the reason for Soviet 
su ccesses over the last 20 years. Everytime 
the USSR has reclined momentarily to digest 
its latest lunch, it has assumed the face of 
peacem aker. 
The Western nations then held 
out new hope for “peace in our tim e,” only 
to see another nation suddenly disappear in the 
night. 
The tragedy of it all is that the mention of 
such historical fact leaves one open to the 
label of “ warmonger.” 
These ar*5 indeed, 
peculiar, topsy-turvy tim es <r. which fact is 
watered down with a conglomeration of confusion 
caused by domestic self-deceit and Russian 
propaganda. 
'Vt- have deceived ourselves by listening to 
those whose 
idealism is so passionate that 
there is no room, it seem s, within them for 
practicality. A prime example of this confusion- 
in-passion was aired this fall by a network 
news commentator who was telling of p r e se n t 
differences of bringing about “peace in out 
tim e.” 
His words were to the following effect: 
Is it better to be hard on the Soviet bloc, or 
to keep nibbling at them as we have done in 
the past? 
This is obvious nonsense, considering that the 
West is terribly frayed at the edges, while the 
Soviet bear is relatively untouched and reaching 
out for more lambs. 
If we are to coexist, and in a nuclear age we 
must, shouldn’t we realize that we are not lambs; 
that in bending over backwards for peace we 
become lambs? 
It is to the eternal credit of American states­ 
men that they have shown their good intentions 
in alm ost super efforts to bring world peace. 
But in seeking peace, they have been too eager 
to cooperate; in cooperating, they have appeased; 
in appeasing, they have hesitated; in hesitating, 
they have been thrown off pace and have lost 
again and again. 
It is inaccurate to say our top statesm en have 
had sinister aims; but it is a fact of life that 
American foreign policy has been corrupted by 
Soviet sym pathizers and spies within our own 
government. The pasts of those such as Harry 
Dexter White, Alger Hiss and others stand as 
irrefutable evidence. 
When our statesm en have been lambs, their 
constituents have been sheep. They have ac­ 
cepted bureaucratic pronouncements that gov­ 
ernment is too complex for individual action 
by the people. This is only partly true, but it 
has become a shibboleth that we should let our 
experts do the expertising. What is being for­ 
gotten is that our leaders who cannot do the 
job are still the leaders who can be voted 


out of office by the people. It is ironic that the 
bureaucratic experts have no faith in the intel­ 
ligence of the sovereign citizen, but still depend 
on them to elect the officials who will keep 
them in their bureaucratic slots. 
The fact remains that our peacekeepers have 
continued to believe in the “ good intentions” 
of Soviet leaders when all that is rational in 
the minds of men should have dictated long ago 
the abandonment of such a belief. 
There is another stark fact: We have not even 
tried to be realistic in our national relationship 
with the Soviet Union; we have not begun to 
stand up to the lies, trickery and tyranny of 
the Soviet Union. 
Ironically, we are losing the peace in m is­ 
directed, unrealistic efforts to gain it. And this 
will continue as long as the American voter 
gives the impression that the mistaken bureau­ 
crats are right; that we do, indeed, lack the 
initiative to begin directing our own destiny.

PEACE AMONG UTILITIES 
North Carolina has shown the 
way in which the investor-owned 
elec tric 
com panies 
and the 
electric cooperatives can live 
together in peace and harmony. 
Y ears of acrim ony between the 
two public service groups came 
to an end the other day when the 
state General Assembly unani­ 
mously passed a “ T erritorial 
Integrity” bill spelling out the 
rights and obligations of both 
groups. 
Under the “ T errito rial Inte­ 
grity” bill, molded by a nego­ 
tiating com m ittee appointed by 
Gov. Dan K. Moore, both the 
electric com panies and cooper­ 
atives gave concessions aimed 
at achieving peace. 
The resulting law provides for 
the 
establishm ent of electric 
service areas by the North C ar­ 
olina U tilities Commission; that 
a certificate of convenience and 
necessity 
be obtained before 
constructing additional electric 
generating facilities; that coop­ 
erativ es now pay state and local 
taxes and place them selves un­ 
der the authority of the Utilities 
Com m ission. 
This is landm ark legislation. It 
means savings with the elim ina­ 
tion of duplicate electric tran s­ 
m ission facilities, lower costs 
that 
will benefit the electric 
consum er, 
and the freedom 
granted the state government to 
proceed 
with other impor+rni 
m atters. 
The investor -uwned electric 
c o m p lie s and the rural elec ­ 
tric 
cooperative associations 
CAN live in harm ony. They have 
a common aim in that both seek 
to give their custom ers inex­ 
pensive and efficient electric 
service. The m ajority of coop­ 
eratives nationally, as a m atter 


of fact, purchase their e le c tri­ 
city from the investor-owned 
com panies. 
Solutions to problem s of this 
type are possible, as North C ar­ 
olina has shown.

M iss. McIntyre wants to give 
th e ir m orale a boost. 
The senator from New Hamp­ 
sh ire 
will also confer 
with 
Alabama 
Attorney 
General 
Richmond Flower, who is in 
vigorous 
disagreem ent with 
Gov. George Wallace over the 
race issue, will speak At Hayne - 
Ville at a Negro church on F ri­ 
day 
night, and on 
Saturday 
m orning 
will 
inspect voter 
registration at Fort Deposit, 
Ala. He has received reports 
that Negro registration has been 
slowed down to a m ere trickle 
in much of the south. 
T here are less than one thou­ 
sand Negroes in New Hamp­ 
sh ire and they all support Mc­ 
Intyre anyway. He is going to 
Alabama because he considers 
the race problem a national one 
regarding which every senator 
should be informed. 
CUBAN EXODUS 
John Crim m ins, the State De­ 
partm ent’s Cuban affairs co­ 
ordinator, was summoned be­ 
hind closed doors last week to 
explain to the House Inter- 
A m erican Affairs Subcommit­ 
tee what progress we have made 
with Dictator Castro in c le a r­ 
ing the way for Cuban refugees 
to come to this country. 
The State Department has been 
trying to persuade C astro to 
end the dangerous, haphazard 
departures by small boats and 
to perm it the United States to 
establish an orderly exodus by 
chartered ships and planes. 
C rim m ins told the congress­ 
men, 
however,

C astro 
usually sends back

Somalia radio, 
operated by the little Chinese- 
supported republic along the 
Arabian Gulf, has been exhort­ 
ing the Ethiopian arm y to rebel. 
“ Haile Selassie left today for 
the OAU sum m it,” scream ed 
radio 
Somalia. “ The arm y 
should not therefore m iss its 
golden opportunity. This is the 
tim e for those of you in the 
arm y who thought that the devils 
of Haile Selassie would finish 
you off lf you attem pted to stage 
a revolution in his presence. 
Obey without question the o r ­ 
d ers you receive. 


“ Do not panic as in the past; 
do not be fooled as in the past. 
Overthrow the government and 
destroy Haile Selassie, and each 
soldier will receive a pay of 
400 Ethiopian dollars like all 
other soldiers of the world. 
“ Rise! Everything is at your 
disposal! Haiie Selassie feeds 
you with raw meat and fools 
you like children. Your wives 
a re played with by others like 
loose women. Your fathers are 
begging in the streets. 


“ Act! And as soon as you 
receive orders from your sen­ 
io r officers, seize Haile Se­ 
la ssie 's palace and lay your 
hands on all m em bers claim ­ 
ing to belong to the im perial 
family. Second, encircle the 
city of Addis Ababa.

W arn the United 
States and all other foreign 
governments not to interfere.

If a nuclear strike hits the

known as the “ Bomb Damage 
A ssessm ent Program .” 
Into these com puters have

model of the Am erican econ­ 
omy. A fter a strike, the loca­ 
tion of the struck targets will 
be disclosed to the com puters’ 
b rain s. The machines will spew 
back instantly with the inform a­

More Quakes Are Expected 
Along Major Faults

ROLLA •• The epicenter of 
the earthquake that 
rumbled 
across the State Wednesday, 
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has been established along the 
Black 
fault 
in 
northeastern 
Reynolds county. Dr. C, L, 
Dake, geologist formerly 
on 
the staff of the Missouri Geo­ 
logical Survey, identified the 
fault as shown on the geologic 
map of the Edgehill quadrangle 
published by the survey in 1930. 
Rock layers exposed at the sur­ 
face in the county are displaced 
more than 250 feet vertically 
on opposite sides of the fault. 
More recent geologic mapping 
has extended the surface limits 
of the fault eight miles north­ 
west to near Bixby and six 
miles southeast beyond Lester- 
Ville. 
Five major northwest- south­ 
east fault zones in the state 
have been identified by 
the 
survey as a result of surface 
geologic 
mapping, deep drill 
hole data, and gravity and mag­ 
netic 
geophysical 
investiga­ 
tions, Movement along these 
fault zones has occurred 
re­ 
peatedly 
throughout geologic 
time to the present. 
Most 
earthquakes affecting 
Missouri since the destructive 
New Madrid quakes of 1811- 
1812 
have 
centered 
in four 
areas, according to Rev. Wil­ 
liam Stauder, of St. Louis uni- 
vorcftv a c shnwii on the map, 
these are: Southeast ox 
Qs- 
ton in east-central Mississippi 
County; New Madrid area; Ca­ 
ruthersville • Hayti area; and 
near Osceola, Ark. 
The location of these more 
active centers of recent earth­ 
quakes along the major fault 
zones is not mere coincidence. 
As stresses are accumulated in 
the crust of the earth, they are 
relieved by movement along the 
major fault zones, with atten­ 
ding shifting of solid 
rock 
“ blocks** between the faults. 


Although initial movement 
is 
along a fault, earthquake waves 
are transmitted away from the 
focus in all directions through 
the solid rock. However, 
the 
northwest-southeast 
trend of 
the fault zones accounts for 
the more noticeable effects of 
a 
quake 
along a northwest- 
southeast trend. 
Of the five major fault zones, 
“ D** is the most pronounced 
and readily identified, and is 
known to extend more than 330 
m iles. The Black fault forms 
the surface indication of this 
fault in Reynolds county. This 
fault 
zone extends from New 
Madrid, through Dexter, east 
of Lake Wappapello, along the 
Black fault, near the 
dis­ 
turbed area of Crooked creek 
(5 m iles south of Steelville), 
crosses 1-44 near St. James, 
passes about 6 miles south of 
Jefferson City, near Boonville, 
to 
Chillicothe 
in Livingston 
County. 
Other major fault zones shown 
on the map: 
A — From M ississippi coun­ 
ty along the Cape Girardeau 
and Ste.

ABOUT OUR SCHOOLS 


by LYNN TWITTY 


While the federal government 
has always assumed some fi­ 
nancial responsibility for edu­ 
cation in the nation, the amount 
of funds was relatively insignifi­ 
cant until recently when legisla­ 
tion enacted by our congress has 
made them rather significant 
"junior partners” in paying for 
the education of our citizens. 
As the federal government 
participates 
more 
fully 
in 
paying for education, the ques­ 
tion then a rises as to how this 
will effect the traditional local 
control of schools. Historical­ 
ly Americans have felt that the 
primary control of education 
should be in local lay hands. 
Local boards of education were 
set up for this purpose. The 
states have also traditionally 
been given the responsibility 
for education within their bor­ 
ders but have given the control 
largerly to local boards of edu­ 
cation. 
The federal governments role 
up to this point has been largely 
that of concern for education 
as it affected national welfare 
and money coming to schools 
from federal government 
has 
generally been 
to encourage 
specific educational programs 
thought to be in the national in­ 
terest. 
A clearer definition of 
the 
areas of responsibility to 
be 
assumed by local communities, 
the state and the federal gov­ 
ernment has recently been the 
‘concern of many educators anc 
lay citizens. I returned this 
week from an area meeting 
called by the National School 
Boards Association to consider 
this problem, in an effort to 
bring about the kind of coopera, 
tion that is required if we are 
to spend all tax dollars, whether 
local state or federal, in getting 
the best education for the in­ 
dividual and for the nation col- 
lectively. 
This conference, on an invita­ 
tion basis, was held in Chicago 
and, included 120 school board 
members, 36 superintendents, 
19 PTA officials, 15 State De­ 
partment of Education 
rep- 
resentatives 
and 
several 
legislators. Represented were 
Missouri, 
Minnesota, Wis­ 
consin, Iowa, Indiana, Illinois, 
Kentucky and Arkansas. The 
consensus of the conference was 
that control of public education 
should still remain largely with 
local 
communities, 
with the 
State Departments of Education 
providing educational leader­ 
ship, 
research, experimenta­ 
tion and evaluation of programs 
conducted by local schools. The 
role of the federal government, 
it was thought by conference 
participants, should be 
to de­ 
termine national needs for edu­ 
cation, to work with State De­ 
partments of Education and to 
participate with local commu­ 
nities, states and the federal 
government in paying the bill 
for the kind of schooling that 
is necessary for all citizens 
for these tim es. 


Our Board of Education 
is 
applying for a continuation of 
"Head Start Program ,” con­ 
ducted during the past summer 
for pre-school children, to be 
carried out during part of the 
school year. We estimate that 
in the excess of 200 youngsters, 
eligible prim arily because of 
economic or educational disad­ 
vantages, will be served in this 
program. 
At present we do not have 
enough spare classroom s in our 
school buildings to house this 
additional number of children 
and we are investigating the 
possibility 
of 
making 
an 
arrangement 
with 
local 
churches for 
som e of their 
classroom 
and 
educational 
facilities. 
Several churches 
have indicated their willingness 
to lease classroom s in their 
educational building which are 
not used during the week. We 
appreciate the very excellent 
cooperation which we always 
get from our churches 
and 
believe that som e satisfactory 
arrangement, which will enable 


us to provide the very valuable 
Head Start Program for our 
pre-school children, can 
be 
completed. We hope that we 
can get all, or most, of the 
classroom s at one location be­ 
cause of easier transportation, 
food services, etc. 


We are working on projects, 
to be submitted to the State 
Departments of Education out­ 
lining ways of improving our 
school programs as permitted 
under the Elementary and Sec­ 
ondary Education Act of 1965. 
As we have previously stated, 
certain funds are available from 
the federal government, through 
our State Department of Educa­ 
tion, which will enable us to 
provide educational opportuni­ 
ties and improvements which we 
can 
afford under our present 
budget. We are hoping that we 
will 
be approved to employ 
teacher aids to give our regu­ 
lar teachers more time 
to 
spend on the actual mechanics 
of instruction and to allow them 
more time to work with in­ 
dividual 
students who need 
this 
kind of attention. These 
teacher aids might be persons 
in the community who had some 
college work, and perhaps some 
experience in teaching but who 
might not be full} qualified for 
a regular teaching position. 
We also hope to develop proj­ 
ects to provide additional 
in­ 
structional 
materials, better 
libraries — especially for ele­ 
mentary 
schools, 
improved 
health servic es, special teach­ 
ers for some areas which we 
think should be improved, sum­ 
mer school courses in special 
subjects 
and for children who 
need additional instruction, as­ 
sistance in bettering our teach­ 
er In-service training program 
for better teaching, after school 
study centers, special oppor­ 
tunity classes and others which 
will help us to do a better job 
of preparing our children for 
citizenship in this demanding 
and fast changing society. 


If there is a single subject 
in school which is more im­ 
portant than any other, we be­ 
lieve it to be reading and if - 
we can teach a child to read 
properly and to have a desire 
to read widely, we have gone a 
long way toward the education 
of that individual. 
Many teachers think that the 
student who is behind in read­ 
ing should spend at least 40 
percent of his time on this sub­ 
ject. Here in our schools we 
are giving tins subject more 
and 
more 
attention through 
greater emphasis on reading 
both in the time given to it and 
to reading methods and to con­ 
tent material provided. 
Teachers are finding out that 
reading material which appeals 
to the interest of students is 
more likely to be read, as one 
would naturally expect, than 
is some of the standard text­ 
book material. Magazine and 
newspaper articles about hot 
rods, 
teen-age 
hair styles, 
athletic heroes and the like 
appeal to many youngsters and 
within reason should be 
en­ 
couraged. The main idea is to 
get them to want to read. 
The material in school 
Ii- 
braries should appeal to the 
interest of children and youth 
and should at the same time 
contain the type of reading that 
will encourage them to 
read 
better and more widely. 


Our schools will be dismissed

Gateway 
Arch Is 


ToppedOut 


ST. LOUIS, Mo. (AP)—-Iron­ 
workers inched a 10-ton key­ 
stone into place at the top of 
the Gateway Arch, 630 feet 
above the M ississippi River, 
here today. 
The “ topping-out” climaxed 
32 years of planning and three 
years of construction on the na- 
. tion's tallest monument, which 
symbolizes America's 
thrust 
across the Western wilderness 
a century ago. 
More than 10,000 p e r s o n s 
watched 
from the riverbank 
and from the roofs of buildings 
in downtown St. Louis. 
The operator of the giant 
crane perched atop the north 
leg of the arch said the eight- 
foot wide keystone was a "very 
tight fit” and added that it 
would not be completely set in 
place for several hours. 
TYie gleaming stainless steel 
arch, the nation's tallest monu­ 
ment and one of its most im ­ 
pressive, stands on the site 
where the westward movement 
began with Lewis and Clark's 
exploration and later with wag­ 
ons moving west. 
The arch and the Jefferson 
National Expansion Memorial, 
of which it is a part, were 32 
years in the making. The idea 
was 
born 
during 
the great 
depression in the mind of a St. 
Louis 
mayor named Bernard 
Dickmann. 
Dick maim wanted to replace 
riverfront slums with a perma­ 
nent monument to the Western 
pioneers. 
The project served to turn St. 
Louis* ti.ee to the future. ITie 
whole downtown area is getting 
a foceJifting. Some $16 million 
in construction, including anew 
sports stadium, is under way in 
the shadow of the arch. 
Hie Jefferson National Ex­ 
pansion Memorial, site of the 
arch, occupies 80 acres on the 
riverfront. One of the main fea­ 
tures will be a museum of west­ 
ward 
expansion 
beneath the 
arch. From the museum, visi­ 
tors will ride in cable cars in­ 
side the legs of the arch to an 
enclosed observation platform 
at the keystone. 
The 
project 
has cost $29 
million — three-fourths of it in 
federal funds — so far and will 
cost another $8 million before 
its completion next year. Of 
this, $6 million is expected to be 
allocated by Congress and $2 
million is expected to come 
from a st. Louis bond issue. 
The arch itself is the only 
structure of its size and shape in 
the world. Hie architect, Eero 
Saarinen, who died in 1961, said 
it would withstand a tornado 
and should be there forever. 
The arch is concrete and steel 
and iron with a stainless steel 
exterior.

Moscow May Be 


Isolating Red China

Moscow 
may be getting up 
steam behind a drive to isolate 
Red China’s warlike policies 
and create conditions in which 
Viet Nam peace talks could be 
held. 
A clue to thinking in the Mos­ 
cow bloc — at a time when 
Kremlin patience with Peking 
seem s near the breaking point 
— came in a broadcast from 
Czechoslovakia. 
It contained 
one of the most outspoken con­ 
demnations of China’s Viet Nam 
policy 
from 
a 
Communist 
source and carried a hint of di­ 
vision in the Viet Cong leader­ 
ship over peace talk demands. 
The broadcast concerned a 
statement in Finland last week 
by the Moscow representative of 
the National Front for Libera­ 
tion 
of South 
Viet Nam — 
NFLSV — the Viet Cong’s politi­ 
cal front. It came at a time 
when an international Commu­ 
nist meeting was in session in 
Prague, and it is unlikely that it 
could reflect anything but an 
official view. 


The 
Prague version of the 
Vtet Cong representative’s re­ 
marks to a group of students 
differed to a degree from a re­ 
port carried by Helsinki news­ 
papers. The difference was one 
of shading — perhaps indicating 
wishful thinking. 
According 
to 
the Helsinki 
papers, he said “ relations be­ 
tween China and the Viet Cong 
are not very warm, even now.** 
In this version he repeated 
Communist demands that the 
Americans withdraw complete­ 
ly from South Viet Nam and 
‘end raids on the North as pre­ 
conditions for talks. Then, when 
asked if UJS, withdrawal was a 
fixed precondition, he replied: 
“ It does not matter if they are 
there or not, as long as they 
accept our final conditions.” 
The Prague radio’s version 
went this way: 
“Nguyen Van Dong, NFLSV 
representative in Moscow, said 
that relations between the Viet 
Cong and People’s China now 
are considerably strained. The 
Viet Cong, in his words, has no 
definitive claims under which 
the United States would have to 
withdraw its units from South 
Viet Nam before it would be 
possible to start peace talks. 
Tile Viet Cong only insists that 
the United States must recog­ 
nize the NFLSV as a partner in 
the talks.” 
This seemed to lift the precon­ 
dition of UJS. advance with­ 
drawal and limit the Viet Cong 
demands to a seat at a confer­ 
ence table, rather than recogni­ 
tion as South Viet Nam’s only 
legal representative, as Hanoi 
and Peking have insisted. 
The way Prague quotes the 
NFLSV representative, there is 
a hint of division in the Viet 
Cong ranks and probably in Ha­ 
noi, which fathered the libera­ 
tion front. It also adds sub­ 
stance to a growing im pression 
that Peking is becoming more 
and more isolated in the Com­ 
munist world. 


This seemed to be reflected in 
the 
Prague broadcast, which 
said that if “ the entire NFLSV 
leadership” endorsed the state­ 
ment made in Helsinki, “ it will 
mean for Chinese policy the last 
step in the isolation In which it 
finds itself at every step be­ 
cause of its unrealistic war- 
seeking of the past few w eeks.” 
The “ past few weeks” could 
include China’s interference in 
the 
India-Pakistan war over 
Kashmir. It could include Vice 
Premier Chen Yi’s dare to the 
Kremlin leaders to join “ the 
U £ . imperialists and Indian 
reactionaries” in an attack on 
China. It could include the pain­ 
ful Chinese setback when a Red- 
backed coup collapsed in In­ 
donesia. 
Moscow and Washington each
